Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  state  of  Public  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of  Printon 
and  Walton  for  the  year  1967.  The  Report  includes  that  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  same  period.  The 
state  of  Public  Health  in  the  District  remains  satisfactory  as 
in  previous  year. 

There  were  46  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified, 
which  includes  32  cases  of  measles. 

The  birth  rate  as  15.4  is  higher  than  last  year  and 
the  death  rate  is  slightly  lower  at  10. L The  number  of 
infants  dying  tinder  one  year  of  age  is  5?  out  of  a total  of 
123  live  births.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
persons  dying  of  Cancer,  but  a decrease  in  those  dying  from 
Cerebral  Haemorrhage.  Deaths  from  Liang  Cancer  remain  at  about 
the  same  as  last  year,  that  is,  eleven  in  number.  There  was 
one  death  due  to  Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  children  attending  the  County  Clinics 
for  immunisation  has  remained  satisfactory.  159  primary 
injections  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough  were 
given  and  205  booster  or  re-inforcing  injections  administered. 
In  addition  294  children  received  protection  against 
Poliomyelitis,  and  102  children  were  vaccinated  against  Small- 
pox. 

The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity,  with  occasional  complaints  of  sediment  and 
discolouration  appearing  in  mains  tap  water  in  some  houses,  due 
to  statis  in  certain  mains  most  remote  from  the  source  of 
supply  at  Dedham.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  21"  trunk  main 
from  Horsley  Cross  will  alleviate  this.  A total  of  224*464 
million  gallons  were  supplied  to  the  District  in  the  period 
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vmder  review,  an  increase  of  about  11  million  gallons  above 
last  year’s  figure.  Details  of  bacteriological  and  chemical 
analyses  of  the  supply  are  given  elsewhere  in  the  report. 

The  Public  Health  Department's  work  continues  to 
expand  as  in  recent  previous  years,  but  increasing  duties  in 
connexion  with  allocation  and  administration  of  Council  houses 
does  entail  loss  of  time  to  public  health  routine. 

Progress  continues,  if  slowly,  with  the  new  sewerage 
system  at  Walton-on- the-Uaze , and  a new  system  at  Great 
Holland  has  reached  design  stage.  To  be  included  in  this 
scheme  is  a part  of  Ivirby-le-Soken. 

The  Elderly  Persons  Home  consisting  of  a block  of 
flats  known  as  Spendells  House  has  been  completed  and  forms  a 
valuable  addition  to  this  type  of  accommodation,  which  is  so 
urgently  required  in  the  District. 

The  urgency  of  acquiring  additional  land  for  refuse 
disposal  is  now  well  recognised  by  all  concerned  and  efforts 
are  now  being  made  to  this  end  as  the  life  of  the  existing 
site  is  short  lived.  The  possibility  of  alternative  methods 
other  than  tipping  may  have  to  be  considered  by  combining  the 
efforts  of  all  local  districts  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  my  gratitude 
to  the  Council,  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  Officers  of 
the  Council  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year,  and  to  the 
Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  my  thanks  for  their 
excellent  work.

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SEA  WATER 


A sample  of  water,  obtained  from  a large  area  of 
discoloured  sea  water  inshore  near  The  Pier  at  Walton-on-the 
Raze,  was  subjected  to  Laboratory  investigations  in  June.  The 
discolouration  was  found  to  be  suspended  matter  consisting 
substantially  of  fruit  pulp,  which  contained  no  evidence  of 
harmful  or  poisonous  constituents.  The  discolouration  of 
the  water  was  dispersed  naturally  within  about  48  hours. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  water  supplied  to  the 
Urban  District  was  obtained  from  the  Dedham  Pumping  Station 
of  the  Tendring  Hundred  ‘Waterworks  Company,  with  some 
assistance  from  the  Company’s  subsidiary  sources  at  Lawford 
and  Stratford  St.  Mary. 

The  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  Printon  and 
Walton  district  in  the  12  months  ended  31st.  December,  1967 
amounted  to  224*464  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  0.615  million  gallons,  with  a peak  of  O.87O 
million  gallons  per  day. 

The  total  quantity  taken  for  domestic  purposes  during 
the  year  was  188.025  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  O.515  million  gallons.  The  total  amount  taken 
through  trade  meters  was  36.439  million  gallons,  an  average 
daily  consumption  of  0.100  million  gallons. 

The  total  number  of  connections  (domestic  and  trade) 
made  in  the  year  to  the  Company's  mains  in  the  Urban  District, 
amounted  to  266. 

Approximately  1,163  yards  of  new  mains  of  3lf?  4"  ^ 6" 
and  9”  diameter  have  been  laid  in  the  Frinton  and  Walton 
district  during  the  year. 

The  water  supply  to  the  whole  of  the  area  has  been 
improved  by  the  bringing  into  service  of  a new  21"  trunk  main 
from  Horsley  Cross,  which  connects  into  the  existing  trunk 
mains  at  Betty  Dent's  Corner  and  Thorpe  Lodge.

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REMARKS 


These  samples  are  practically  clear  and  bright  in 
appearance  have  a reaction  on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality 
and  are  free  from  metals  apart  from  a minute  trace  of  iron. 

The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  its  hardness  and  its 
content  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents  in  solution  are  not 
excessive.  It  conforms  to  the  highest  standard  of  organic 
quality  and  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  are  indicative  of  a water  which  is  poire 
and  wholesome  in  character  and  suitable  for  public  supply 
purposes. 

All  samples  were  analysed  by  the  Counties  Public 
Health  Laboratories. 


The  Kirby-le-Soken  water  supply,  particulars  of  which 
are  contained  in  previous  Reports,  continues  to  provide  water 
satisfactory  in  both  quality  and  quantity.

No  premises  have  to-date  been  exempted  from  any  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

Owners  and  occupiers  of  premises  have  been  found  in 
general  to  be  co-operative  in  facilitating  inspections,  and 
endeavouring  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  In  liaison 
with  the  Surveyor's  Department,  plans  of  all  new  shops  and 
offices  are  examined  to  ensure  that  the  Act  is  complied  with.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Work  was  continued  on  the  construction  of  new 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  Pumping  Station  at  Walton-on-tho- 
Naze,  and  a commencement  made  in  the  provision  of  new  foul 
and  surface  water  sewers  in  the  Triangle  area. 

The  design  of  the  scheme  for  the  provision  of  new 
sewerage  in  Great  Holland,  and  Pumping  stations  with  rising 
mains  at  Frinton-on-Sea  and  Kirby-le-Soken,  is  nearing 
completion.  The  provision  of  sewerage  in  the  Vista  Avenue 
area  of  Kirby-le-Soken  will  form  part  of  this  scheme. 


BATHING  POOL 


No  difficulties  arose  with  a privately  owned 
bathing  pool  located  on  the  Martello  Caravan  Site  in  Walton- 
on-the-Naze.  The  80,000  gallons  capacity  pool  is  serviced 
by  mains  water  which  is  continuously  circulated,  filtered  and 
chlorinated,  and  throughout  the  season  of  1967  the 
bacteriological  condition  of  the  water  was  found  to  be  satis- 
factory  by  the  Laboratory. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  provision  on  the  promenade  at  The  Leas  of  an 
additional  public  convenience  for  both  sexes,  has  been 
approved  and  it  is  intended  that  the  building  should  be 
completed  and  operational  by  the  summer  season  of  1968.  This 
will  increase  to  16  the  number  of  conveniences  requiring 
regular  and  adequate  servicing  and  maintenance  and,  in  this 
connection  there  is  concern  having  regard  to  difficulties 
experienced  - which  have  persisted  for  several  years  - in  the 
recruitment  of  both  male  and  female  seasonal  cleaning  staff. 
Enhanced  wage  rates  have  failed  to  improve  recruitment,  and 
it  is  obvious  that  few  people  are  interested  in  this  type  of 
employment.  The  position  is  viewed  with  apprehension. 


HOUSING 


UNFIT  HOUSES 

The  clearance  of  unfit  and  other  houses  in  North 
Street,  Walton-on-the-Naze  was  continued,  and  at  the  end  of 
1967  the  position  was  that  6 houses  had  been  demolished,  9 
houses  purchased  by  the  Council  and  closed  pending  demolition, 
2 houses  purchased  and  let  temporarily  until  demolition  is 
possible,  and  negotiations  were  in  progress  for  the 
acquisition  and  clearance  of  a number  of  other  houses.  In 

addition,  2 houses  in  the  same  area  have  been  demolished  under 
Demolition  Orders. 

In  Great  Holland,  2 unfit  houses  were  demolished  by 
owners  in  the  implementation  of  Demolition  Orders.

COUNCIL  HOUSING  SITES 

The  completion  in  June,  1967  of  a further  96  units 
of  housing’  accommodation  for  both  young  and  old  in  Walton-on- 
the-Naze,  gave  considerable  satisfaction  to  the  Council.  The 
type  and  arrangement  of  the  dwelling  units,  the  facilities 
provided  and  the  attractive  layout  of  the  scheme  reflect 
credit  on  all  concerned  in  the  development,  which  was  under- 
taken by  Messrs.  George  Wimpey  & Co.  Ltd.,  and  officially 
handed  over  to  the  Council  at  a ceremony  on  3rd  July. 

Included  in  the  development  is  provision  for 
housing  elderly  persons  in  a specially  designed,  centrally- 
heated  block  of  flats  - known  as  Spendells  House  - in 
independant  bed-sitting  room  flatlets  and  one-bedroom  flats. 
Each  flat  is  connected  by  an  emergency  bell-call  system  with 
a resident  Warden  who  is  available  to  assist  when  required, 
and  a lounge,  television  room,  kitchen  and  laundry,  all 
furnished  and  equipped,  are  provided  for  communal  use  by  all 
flat  residents.  A guest  room  is  provided  in  which  relatives

INADEQUATELY  HOUSED  FAMILIES 

The  provision  in  Walt on-on- the -Naze  of  the  new 
housing  development  already  referred  to,  assisted  to  a useful 
extent  in  dealing  with  applicants  on  the  Waiting  List3  for 
Council  tenancies,  and  it  was  possible  to  re-house,  in  new  and 
existing  dwellings,  124  applicants  both  young  and  old.  In 
addition,  19  three-bedroom  houses  - vacated  by  the  transfer  of 
elderly  tenants  to  smaller  dwelling  units  - were  released  for 
occupation  by  applicants  with  families. 
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At  the  end  of  1967 , there  were  97  applicants  for 
Council  small  dwellings  and  70  applicants  for  Council  houses 
on  the  Waiting  Lists,  hut  both  Lists  were  inflated  to  some 
extent  by  the  inclusion  of  applicants  not  considered  to  be  in 
desperate  housing  need.

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INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


The  "bulk  of  butchers  meat  sold  in  the  district  is 
obtained  from  Wholesale  Suppliers.  Home-killed  meat  is 
inspected  at  the  places  of  slaughter.  Meat  stored  and 
exposed  for  sale  at  local  Retailers  premises,  is  inspected 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Council's  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Diseased  and  unsound  meat  and  other  foods  condemned 
for  human  consumption  during  the  year,  included  112  lbs.  Meat, 
25  lbs.  Kidneys,  17  lbs.  tinned  Meat,  63  lbs.  Fish,  45  lbs. 
Shellfish  and  312  packets  of  Frozen  Foods. 

MILK  SUPPLY 


Local  Dairy  Farms  and  Dairy  Companies  outside  of  the 
Urban  District,  supply  milk  to  the  area.  Handling  and 
distribution  arrangements  by  15  registered  Distributors  of 
Milk,  are  considered  to  be  satisfactory.  Regular  inspections 
are  made  of  registered  Dairy  premises  located  in  Frint on-on-Sea, 
the  only  dairy  in  the  Urban  District.  Satisfactory  laboratory 
reports  were  obtained  on  the  bacteriological  examination  of 
washed  milk  bottles  and  containers  used  at  the  Dairy. 

Evidence  of  the  infection  of  Brucellosis  was  found  by 
the  Laboratory  in  milk  produced  locally  early  in  1967°  The 
herd  consisted  of  only  four  milch  cows,  and  it  was  not 
difficult  to  isolate  the  suspected  animal  which  was 
subsequently  disposed  of.  A series  of  negative  reports  were 
later  obtained  on  milk  samples  taken  from  remaining  animals  in 
the  herd. 


ICE-CREAM 


There  are  no  manufacturers  in  the  District,  but  ice- 
cream is  sold  by  80  registered  Vendors.  Regular  inspections 
are  made  of  vendors  premises  and  vehicles,  and  action  is  taken 
as  found  necessary. 

BAKEHOUSES 


Regular  visits  of  inspection  are  made  to  the  5 
registered  bakehouses,  the  physical  capacity  of  which  is  being 
outgrown  by  expanding  businesses.  As  reported  previously, 
there  is  an  increasing  need  for  the  provision,  in  less 
congested  areas,  of  larger  premises  provided  with  ample  room 
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for  accommodating  plant  and  all  the  miscellaneous  equipment 
employed  in  modern  bakery  practice,  as  well  as  generous  staff 
working  space,  to  replace  at  least  two  existing  bakeries  in 
which  congested  conditions  will  inevitably  lead  to  a loxvering 
of  the  standard  of  food  hygiene. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 


ho  opportunity  is  lost,  during  inspections,  in 
explaining  to  food  handlers  the  necessity  of  maintaining  a 
high  standard  of  hygiene  in  catering  establishments  and  all 
types  of  foodshops. 


PUBLIC  CLEAhSDIG 


R3FUSE  COLLECTION 

There  is  no  change  to  report  in  the  work  involved  in 
the  collection  and  removal  of  domestic  and  other  refuse,  which 
is  undertaken  by  modern  rear-loading  vehicles.  Daily 
collection  rounds  are  under  constant  revision  as  considered 
necessary  to  increase  efficiency,  but  the  ever  increasing 
volume  of  refuse  put  out  for  collection  creates  problems. 
Continuous  loading  vehicles,  fitted  with  refuse  crushing 
devices,  are  essential  to  increase  payloads  and  reduce  journeys 
to  the  Refuse  Disposal  Site,  and  it  is  the  Council's  policy  to 
gradually  replace  older  machines  by  this  type  of  vehicle.  One 
such  vehicle  is  already  in  operation  in  the  area. 

Improved  refuse  storage  arrangements  at  dwellings, 
and  speedier  loading  into  refuse  vehicles,  has  resulted  by  the 
gradual  expansion  in  the  use  of  paper  sacks  in  replacement  of 
the  conventional  dustbin.  Some  550  dwellings  now  employ  paper 
sacks  for  refuse  storage. 

Trade  refuse  from  business  premises  is  removed 
regularly  in  arrangement  with  Managements,  as  are  additional 
collections  of  refuse  at  catering  premises  and  caravan  sites 
during  the  summer  months. 

Income  from  all  sources  in  respect  of  refuse 
collection,  removal  and  disposal,  amounted  to  £1,097 • 

By  arrangement  with  householders,  73  loads  of  reject 
furniture,  other  bulky  household  rubbish  and  garden  refuse 
were  removed,  and  9 abandoned  or  unwanted  old  motor  cars 
removed  for  disposal. 
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REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  disposal  of  refuse  by  a combination  of  controlled 
tipping  and  some  incineration  was  continued  on  some  10  acres  of 
land  situated  in  Mai tings  Lane,  Kirby-le-Soken.  The  life  of 
the  land  as  a Disposal  Site  is  now  very  limited,  and  the 
provision  of  additional  suitable  land  for  the  purpose  has  become 
a matter  of  urgency.  Strenuous  efforts  are  being  made  to  find 
and  acquire  other  suitable  land  upon  which  the  disposal  of 
refuse  can  be  continued. 

STREET  SCAVENGING 


The  cleansing  of  roads  within  the  Urban  District  is 
carried  out  by  Lacre  Mechanical  Sweeping  Machine,  and  by  hand 
sweeping,  the  more  important  roads  being  swept  daily.  Some  16 
miles  of  roads  are  involved,  and  12§-  miles  of  classified  roads 
are  cleansed  by  the  Council  in  arrangement  with  the  Essex 
County  Council.  Street  gullies  are  cleansed  regularly  by 
mechanical  means  under  contract.
